The maple, the oak and the elm leaves 
are but infinitesimal hits of green when 
compared with the gigantic sheets of 
velvety verdure found on some of tho 
trees, shrubs and plants of Bonth and 
Central America. 
The South American tree which has 
the largest leaf is the Inaja palm, which 
3rows on the banks of the Amazon. The 
leaves of this giant are often 50 feet in 
length, but they are very narrow, sel­ 
dom exceeding 8 to 10 feet. 
With the 
Ceylonese cocoanut palm it is different. 
In that species the leaves are from 
20 to 
25 feet m length and from 
10 to is in 
width. 
Tho natives of Ceylon are said 
to use these leaves in tentmakiug, three 
or four being sufficient to make a shelter 
for a whole family. 
An extraordinary 
specimen of (Vylonoso palm 
1« af now in 
the British museum, and which must he 
a freak—because the average length and 
breadth of the leaves of this variety of 
trees do not exceed the figures given 
above— is 80 feet in length and
